Milk Sterilization. 


Tho domestic sterilization of milk by 


boiling is now much practiced In private 
houses. It Is apt/ to be ineffective on ac- 
oount of tlio difference of temperature of 
tha fluid in tho upper and the lower por- 
tions of the vessel In whlcta it Is bailed. In 
tbo usual motliod of sterilizing milk by 
cooklns; it in a receptacle placed in boil- 
ing water—a bain marie, In fact—It Is 
found that the temperature of the milk In 
the upper portion of the vessel rises much 
more rapidly than that at tho bottom. In 
experiments recorded in The'&ritrlsh Med- 
ical Journal, in ono Instance it was found 
tbat after tbe milk had been on the firs 
for U minutes tbe temperature at the top 
was 160 degree!! P., while at the bottom It 
was only 133 degrees F. In1 another ex- 
periment, wltb a stronger flame, those dif- 
ferences wcro less marked. These tests 
prove that tbe mere scalding of milk by 
bringing the outside water to the boiling 
point Is quite inadequate to sterilize tuber- 
culous milk. To insure effective results 
it is necessary that the heating process 
shall be continued until a uniform tem- 
perature throughout the entire body of 
milk has arisen from 190 degrees F. to 
198 degrees F. This will require an ex 
posure to a brisk fire of at least 85 mln< 
utes. In order to be perfectly safer, how- 
ever, It is recommended tbat every quart 
Of milk treated in this fashion be heated 
for half an hour—that is, for abont BO 
minutes after the water in the outer pan 
bas begun to boil.

The Chinese minister at Washing- 


ton says that "the abdication of tha 
imperial Chintse thron* by the pres- 
ent youngr Emperor In favor of tha 
Empress Dowager will not result in a 
•change of the policy of progression 
and reform -which has been inaugu- 
rated by the Emperor and latten-day 
Chinese statesmen of the empire." 


It is also stated by the Chinese 


minister that LI Hung- Chang is still 
an adviser of the Emperor, 
though 


relieved of the responsible duties of 
the Foreign office on account of the 
pressing labors of the other offices, 


The statement Is also made that 


"although the Dowager Empress Is to 
take charge of the affairs of the gov- 
ernment, all of the 
Emperor's ad- 


visers will be retained in their re- 
spective capacities to serve under the 
Empress. 
Tha same cabinet that 


served under the Emperor will serve 
under the Empress. Their policy will 
retrain the same." 


It is gratifying to know that the 


Russian party has sot complete con- 
trol of China, and that the relations 
of the United State* with this orien- 
tal nation will not be altered by the 
change inside of the palace at Fekin. 
This country has a friend in Li Hung 
Chang, and his willingness to favor 
tWs country has never been found 
wanting. The statement that he is 
not unfriendly to the government at 
London is also favorable to us. Rest- 
Ing, therefore, upon the statements 
ma4a by the Chinese ambassador, we 
may for tbe present f«ei assured that

EMPIRE STATE DEMOCRATS.

NEW YORK, Sept. 97.— [Special.]— "No 


Democrat of a^te reputatiou U more pop- 
ular with thot* who know him wall than 
the Hon. Frwlarlct Cook of Rochester,' 
wld m Democrat high In the party'B ooun 
ollfl to the writer In talking of guberna« 
toriiil posrilblliilej this morning, "and few 
men any whore have betm obliged to work 
harder to get a material start In life than 
ho was compelled to. 


"Ho camo from Germany to this coun- 


try with hla father's family— tho occasion 
for Its exllo being the revolution of 1848— 
\\heu only 15 and began to shift; for him' 
eulf as u Bhueiimker'ti apprentice In Buffa- 
lo. But, cobbling npt being at all to lui 
taste, ho fortsook the last and tho awl and 
wont to work for a butcher. Slaughtering, 
howovor, wus Quite as uncongenial, and 
ho loffc the shambles to twist brakes on tho 
Now York Central. As a brakemun ho 
was BO much of a success thnb after com- 
paratively short service in that capacity 
ho was mude conductor of tho 'emigrant 
train' and later was placed in charge of 
one of tho best passenger runs ou tho road. 
Fortune Through Knuwliiff Pullman. 


"A man named Pullman, George M., 


used often to ride with Cook, and this 
man was just then bothering his head 
with a newfangled sleeping car. The two 
talked a good deal about the proposed car, 
and, to Pullman's delight, tho conductor, 
unlike some other persons, believed In tho 
Invention's utility. Moreover, ho gavo 
Pullman several very practical points 
about the way the oars should be built. 
And when tho company that waa to build 
them was organized Cook put all his sav- 
ings into purchases of stock therein. That 
v>asa lucky move on Cook's part, for it 
amounted to laying the foundation of his 
present considerable fortune. 


' 'After he left practical railroading Cook 


went into beer brewing, banking, insur- 
ance and many other business enterprises, 
In every one of which he showed strong 
business sense and that sort of progressive 
conservatism that accomplishes wonders 
In the world of affairs. He has all his Ufa 
been interested In horses, and his connec- 
tion with the Rochester Driving Park as- 
sociation in its palmy days Is well remem 
bered by the promoters of trotting. He 
has always been a strong Democratic force 
In his county, Monroe, which is normally 
Republican, and has held many local 
offices. Besides, he has served as secretary 
of state. Mr. Cook is 66, but more than 
one man of greater ago has been named 
and elected governor of tho state of New 
York in the years gone by." 


The Venerable JEx-Jndsre Earl. 
The Hon. Robert Earl, formerly a judge 


of tho court of appeals, who has also been, 
much talked of as a possible nominee, is 
ten years older than Mr. Cook. 


Judge Eurl was graduated from Union 


college1 at 21 and immediately began ac- 
tive life as a schoolteacher. After two 
years he began the study of law, but in- 
stead of practicing his profession at once 
on being admitted to the bar he betook 
himself to the editorial desk, the Herki- 
nior Democrat being tbe vehicle through 
which he gave utterance to his views. He 
began his career on the bench in 1856 
when he was elected county judge of Her- 
klmer and continued to exercise judicial 
functions with virtually no broak till 1894 
— having in the meantime advanced to the 
highest post possible in this sta^e — when 
be was by law retired, being then 70 years 
old. 
In 1890, though always a Democrat, 


ho was paid tbe high compliment of being 
nominated to succeed himself by the Re- 
publican £arty as well as his own, and in 
1892 he was made chief judge of the court 
by Governor Flower's appointment. 


AIuHuInK*!* One Time Lieutenant. 
Judge D. Cady Herrick, another Demo* 


crab whose strength as a candidate has 
been discussed in intimate party counsels, 
is only 51. 


Judge Herrick'was xuado chairman of 
the Deraoon.tic state committee in 1883. 
He had then been a familiar figure at state 
conventions for seven or eight years. 
He 


owed his elevation to tbe state chairman- 
ship to a peculiar characteristic of tho late 
Daniel Manning, secretary of the treasury 
during Mr. Cleveland's first term in the 
White House. Mr. Manning dreaded talk- 
Ing on his feet before a convention-Above 
all othor things. He could express him- 
self with great vigor and terseqefts In con- 
ference, but words refused to. rise to his 
lips when ho essayed to speak in a crowd- 
ed hall. He therefore had to select some 
ono for a mouthpiece, and Herrick was the 
man, 


Naturally Herrick was a supporter of 


Cleveland in the fight which eventuated 
between Mr. Cleveland and David B. Hill 
after tho former became president, and 
naturally this caused a rupture between 
Hill and Hcrriok. 


Herrlck'M Start tut a. Lawyer. 


Judge Herrick IB tall, spare and crippled 


in the loft leg through an accident sus- 
tained in childhood. 'His face is palt and 
of Intellectual cast, the oyes being tho 
most striking features. He studied law in 
tlie office of the elder Judge Rufus W. 
Peckhara, who wns lost when the Villo du 
Havre went down. For some years after 
his admission to the bar In 186SHcrrick 
had an up hill light, s,inco he was located 
at Albany, which is always .overcrowded 
with legal talent. 


Ills chance came, however, when he was 


assigned by the court to defend a murder- 
er named Lowenstein. Lo wen stein was 
convicted, but in bis conduct of tho case 
Herrick showed evidences of such close 
study and such complete mastery of tho 
criminal law as to exoito the wnnder and 
the plaudits of his brethren In the profes- 
sion. When the trial was over, the young 
lawyer fell 111, and so severe had been the 
strain he was obliged to rest for two or 
three years. At the conclusion of that 
period ho was chosen district attorney of 
Albany county, and when Manning en- 
tered the first Cleveland cabinet was put 
'into the state committee, 


In ISiU the differences between Hill and 


Herrick ware smoothed over, and tho lat- 
ter was nominated and elected to the 
bench of the supremo court. During the 
lator life of Mr. Manning his newspaper, 
the Albany Argus, was virtually under 
Judge Herrick 's control. When Manning's 
sons and William MoM. Specr bad their 
ttifrnornblo scries of ruws over tho owner- 
ship of the sheet, the latter mudo many 
charges against the judge. On ono occa- 
sion Spuerwent to far as to retire from 
tho courtroom with bis lawyer when a 
motion was to be argued before Judge Her- 
;ick. glnee then Speer seems to have 
dropped almost completely out of sight.

DAMP IN PORTO RIGO. 


Frank (tollman Writes of Sickness 


and Camp Adventure. 


The 
following 
Interesting 
letter 


from Frank Itossman was received by 
hit* family lust week., KoBBinan IB u 
member of the Hixtli MtissuchUBeUa 
volunteers. 


Utuado, P. K. Sept. 9. 


Dear Folks at home:— 


It Is very caay to write you often 


now as we are 
well settled In this 


place and the routine of the day ad- 
mits of 
much leisure time, so will 


write you often 


In the first place I am happy to tell 


you that I am now out of the hos- 
pital and I am In very good health 
once more. 


I have lost much flesh BO that I 


am little more than skin and b<pnes. 
but I am In hopes that ere long I 
will be able to reach home to gain all 
I have 
lost 
during our 
campaign 


across this island. 


1 hope that 
we 
will get better 


rations or are moved from this place 
very soon, for if something is not 
done we will leave half the regiment 
here beneath the sod. Being In aweak- 
cnecf condition owing 
to 
iitsoflicient 


rations, tho boys are very liable to be 
seized by disease which prevails here 
during the rainy season. 


About a 
do;sc*ii BoIdiOrs have died 


since we have 
been 
at 
this place, 


many have been sent home on the 
hospital ships and ttie Hospitals are 
full. 
Natives die here at the rate of 


from three to six a day. They are all 
carried by our barracks to the ceme- 
tery below us. 


Carpets are only used by tho rich. 


Two or three 
rough 
frame 
works 


shaped like coffins covered with black 
cloth are kept as cotttHi»n property 
at the tomb and are used to carry all 
the dead in. 


They are carried on the shoulders 


of two men to the t*tnb generally 
unattended by mourners. The body 
of a Spanish guerilla was carried by 
today to the tomb where U lays to be 
grazed at by the townspeople. He was 
shot by a native 
in 
five 
different 


places and his head was terribly mu- 
tilated by being hacked by 'a machete 
The natives have a terrible hatred 
for these people who have oppressed 
them so long". Corporal Bellamy of 
Company C of Lowell died the other 
day of typhoid fever, and was given 
a full military funeral. By the way the 
percentage of Massachusetts men who 
have died, is very small, the unfor- 
tunate ones being the 6th Illinois and 
19th 
regular men. 


I had quite a little. excitement the 


other night on patrol duty. 


I was corporal of the last detail 


that patrols the town at 10 o'clock and 
had six men with me. When near the 
colonel's quarters the chief of police 
of the native police rushed up and 
began to gesticulate and jabber to me 
In a manner that seemed to indicate 
that he had something on his mind. 


By the aid of an interpreter he ex- 


plained that shots had been heard 
up the roau about a mile, presum- 
ably those of Spanish guerillas. 
He 


made such a racket that lieutenant 
Colonel Ames came out to ascertain 
the cause of all the disturbance. 
I 


repeated the story to him and was in 
structed to send a man back to the 
barracks, 
half a mile 
away to tell 


Capt McNcilly 
the 
story and have 


him send a detail out in «-e country 
to look into the matter. 


I immediately detailed a man. who 


ran all the way back and in an In- 
credibly short 
space 
of 
time two 


officers with twenty men came up on 
the 
double quick all having been 


aroused out of a sound sleep. My 
patrol fell in their rear as they passed 
and we ran on about a quarter of a 
mile until we were stopped toy the 
chief of police again" who laughingly 
explained 
through 
the 
interpreter, 


that the cause of all the shooting was 
a native 'firing with a revolver at a 
duck. He had pumped five shots Into 
that unfortunate duck and so ended 
her career. 


The captain was disgusted and the 


boys were by turn angry and highly 
amused. 


That is the way we received and 


disposed of the episode that night, 
but the real truth is told by the body 
of that guerilla which I spoke of IQ 
the early part of this letter. 


The natives feared punishment for 


the killing and so tried to keep the 
matter quiet. By the way North Ad- 
ams may have its Michael Foley on Its 
street 
cleaning 
department, 
but 


"there are others." We have a gen- 
tleman of that name in our company 
and he spends a good deal of his time 
on the police gang which cleana the 
street and approaches to our quarters. 
I had him on my gang this morning 
and my hands were full keeping him 
at work. In that respect he 
differs 


from your Michael. 


You would laugh to see some of the 


people who travel by here. A little 
pony just went by burdened by the 
weight of a fair senorlta shielding her 
head and that of her companion, a 
young Porto Rican gentleman, by a 
gorgeous parasol. 
This morning an 


old lady seated in a rocking chair was 
carried by on the shoulders of two 
natives by the means of two poles to 
which tho chair was tied. 


Rum of the rankest 
kind 
Is 
the 


cufBe of a number of the boys. It Is 
"awful, stuff" in the fullest sense of 
the term. 


One or two drinks of it taken In the 


stomach followed by exposure to the 
sun'g heat makes one drunk and often 
craztly so. One or two of the fellows 
have received life long effects of it. 
The report is current now, that we 
move to Arecilo Monday, 
the 12th, 


there to tak* transports for San Juan. 
I sincerely hope that this is true as 
\vt> are all very anxious to get home. 
Home is a very dear place in the 
minds of all the boy$ of the 6th just 
now and our arrival there will give 
us great Joy. 


There are many things about which 


I could write but will tell you a great 
deal with my own lips which I can- 
not think of at present.

PAID THE REVENUE TAX. 


But the County Fair Is Not Taxed As 


a Circus. 


It was an interesting feature of the 


recent fair of the Hoosac Valley Ag- 
ricultural society that it was the first 
occasion in this city when a local or- 
ganization was confronted with the 
new war revenue tax on amusements. 


The 
society 
was 
required to se- 


cure a license from the collector of 
Internal revenue, for which a little 
over $8 was paid. 
Collector Gill did 


not classify the fair, as was attempt- 
ed in Plttsfield, where a tax of $100, 
which Is the fee for circuses under 
the new revenue law, was imposed. 


The case was promptly appealed to 


the commissioner of internal revenue 
who sustained the objection and re- 
voked the tax. In giving1 his reasons, 
he 'said: 
"It appears that the ex- 


hibition thus given by this agricul- 
tural society is only incidental to Uieir 
regular exhibit at their fair, between 
the heats 
of thj trotting that the 


the remainder of the attractions are 
ball games, horse and bicycle races, 
and the usual attractions of a county 
fair. 
If so, this office, as at present 


advised, would not regard the Berk- 
shire Agricultural Society as liable to 
special tax as a circus. It is held that 
the acrobatic sports 
and 
theatrical 


performances mentioned 
in 
the act 


are meant, to refer only to such feats 
and performances as are given in con- 
nection with a circus as 
the word 


circus is understood by the general 
public."

Nearly 
every girl one meets on the street has a 
hatpin made of a button fro'n a soldier's 
or sailor's uniform or a cap ribbon with 
the name of some warship on it fas-,

Small Spanish coins have beem 
made Into sleeve buttons and breast- 
pins and are very pretty. 


While some of the girl souvenir hunt- 


ers went on board the vessels to get such 
relics as could be used in decorating 
their hats and clothing one shrewd little 
maiden started out with another pur- 
pose in view.

relics that had some value, and, judg- 
ing by those she haa got together and 
exhibited, her mission has been a suc- 
cessful one. Hers is one of the finest 
collections In New York. 


With a big roll of bills in her pock«t 


she went on board the warships as they 
came to the home elation from the 
scene of action. She inquired about the 
vessels and the kind of time the men 
had. Then she got fdown to business 
and wanted to "see" some of the relics. 
The men brought them out, and as the 
different articles were handed to her 
she would ask where the men got them. 
In this way she obtained the history of 
the relics, the names of the men who 
got them and where each came from. 
This adds to the value of the souvenirs, 
all of which are interesting. 


The curios are artistically mounted on 


a panel of highly polished quartered 
oak, 
with the name of the article and 


Its history. With one exception all were' 
taken from the Spanish vessels that 
were destroyed off Santiago harbor by 
the American fleet on July 3. In the 
center of the board is an ugly looking 
machete about three inches wide aatf 
two feet in length. The blade has been 
ground to razor sharpness. It was got 
from one of the Insurgents at Guanta- 
namo by a private of marines who was 
stationed at Camp McCalla. It looks 
the death dealing instrument it is. On 
either side of it are mounted several 
silver spoons and forks which, from 
appearances, have been in a hot place. 
They are burned and twisted out of 
shape. On the back of the spoons is in- 
scribed the name of the ship they were 
taken from. One of the seamen of the 
Texas got them from the officers' quar- 
ters of. the Almirante Oquendo after 
that ship 'had been sunk. 


A steel boat hook from the Cristobal 


Colon adorns one corner of the panel, 
while the most grewsome trophy is a 
Mauser bayonet. It was pulled out of 
the back of an unfortunate sailor whos» 
body was found in the forward turret 
of the Spanish cruiser Infanta Maria 
Teresa. It is placed on the panel oppo- 
site the boat hook. A piece of the pat- 
ent log line of the same ship is on the 
board below the machete. 
. A common agate iron plate has also 
found one of the more prominent places 
on the panel, and one would wonder 
why ft was placed there. Upon close 
inspection it will be easily seen why it 
was given one of the best places. The 
inscription on it reads, 'Taken from the 
United States steamship Merrimac just 
before she was sunk in Santiago harbor 
by Lieutenant Hobsbn." 


Near the plate is a queer looking piece 


of steel. It is one of the keys to the 
"Kingston valves" and was used to 
sink the Cristobal Colon when the Span- 
iards saw there was no chance of es- 
cape. Two small shells from the rapid 
fire guns and one of the 1 pounder 
shells from the Almirante Oquendo ar« 
placed along the bottom of the panel, 
while the most valuable trophy of the 
collection is draped on top. It is part 
of the battleflag of the Spanish jruiaer 
Cristobal Colon. The flag wag taken 
from the ship shortly after she struck 
her colors by some of the crew of the 
flagship New York. 
The- rest of the 


flag was cut up by the men and dis- 
tributed. There are also some Spanish 
coin and the inkstand taken from the 
cabin of Captain Eulate of the Vizcaya. 
To add to the value of the battleflag of 
the Colon a certificate stating where it 
was got was given to the girl by the 
man who secured the trophy.

The minister, who has been spend- 
ing his time of late on this side of 
the state line, on account of the war- 
rant for his arrest on the charge of 
assault on his wife, appeared at Para- 
dise's hotel at 9 o'clock with his at- 
torneys. Lawyers Parkhurst and Beer.

peared for Mrs. Hotaling, were on 
hand, and Mr. Hotaling was promptly 
arrested again on the charge of as- 
sault. 


A consultation was held on the mat- 


ter, and at the advice of his lawyers, 
the minister agreed to give up the 
goods which it was alleged he stole 
from his wife.
